Dr. Hliezer Jaffe, one of the 
parents, stressed that they insist 
the municipal education department 
carry out its plan of integrating 
children from other neighbourhoods 
into the school next year.

With only four days left before 
he nation’s 40 million eligible voters 
lock into the polling booths to 
thoose 635 members of the House 
xf Commons from more than 2,000 
randidates, the Liberals received ἃ 
‘arther major boost when a televi- 
don company opinion poll showed 
chem making big gains in the past 
week against the two major parties. 

The poll, broadcast by London 
weekend television, gave the Liberals 
— reduced to little more than ἃ 
‘tinge group in Parliament for more 
than 40 years — 28 per cent of the 
:0tal vote. This was only 3.5 per 
cent behind Labour and an 11 per 
cent gain in two weeks, 

The Conservatives maintained the 
lead they have held since the elec- 
tion campaign began two weeks ago 
with 38.5 per cent — a seven per 
cent lead over Labour who were gi- 
ven only 31.5 per cent in the poil. 

With a photo-finish on February 
28 a distinct possibility, mew uncer-

Rioting on Paris Left Bank

Air fares 
up from 
April 1 


MEXICO CITY (Reuter). — Inter- 
national air fares will be increased 
by seven per cent from April 1 and 
by a further five per cent from 
June 1, the International Air Trans- 
port Association announced here 
yesterday. 

The decision was taken during 
the 12th annual meeting of the as- 
sociation, which groups 113 airlines 
from 80 countries. 


Tata President Sir Geoffrey Ro- 
bert told newsmen the fare in- 
creases were necessary because of 
fuel cost increases of between 200 
and 400 per cent over recent 
months. 


“If we did not authorise increases 
in international fares the economies 
of the airlines would break down,”

increases mean that from June 1 
air tickets will be costing 18 per 
cent more than at the end of last 
year.

Shah asserts U.S.

Asked if he were suggesting 
there was “some fraud involved” 
in the current petrol shortages, 
the Shah replied: “Well, something 
is goinz on for sure.” 

“You know that ships are chang- 
ing their destinations two or three 
times in the oceans. You sell the 
oi! for a certain destination and 
it ends up somewhere else,” he 
said. 

The Shah was interviewed last 
Monday in his palace in Teheran 
by Mike Wallace on CBS-TV's 
“60 Minutes” programme. 

The Shah said oll companies were 
being enriched by the energy crisis 
and acknowledged there were 
higher profits for his own country. 

“Yes, this is our wealth, our na- 
tural wealth,” he said. “For them, 
it’s only a question of manipula- 
tion.” 

Asked about future oil prices, 
the Shah said: “It's going to go 
certainly up, because unfortunately 
your inflation is going to go up." 

He would not speculate on any 

specific increases, however, and 


gave no figures on current U.S. oil 
imports. 

In Washington yesterday the U.S. 
Government authorised a rise in pet- 
rol prices in an effort to avert a

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THE ALIGNMENT’S TOP PRIORITY: UNITY

MINORITY Government need 
not be ineffectual or short- 

lived. Mrs. Meir can count on eight 
members on the left wing of the 
House (three Civil Rights Move- 
ment, one Moked and four Rakah), 
who will support her in moves, like 
the disengagement agreement with 
Egypt, which are likely to bring 
peace nearer and who will be re- 
luctant to open the way to the par- 
ticipation of the Likud in the Gov- 
ernment. On crucial questions of 
foreign policy, therefore, she should 
always ‘be able to command a ma- 
jority. ; 

The great danger ig likely to arise 
ever social and economic problems. 
‘When painful decisions have to be 
taken, as in the case of the recent 
euts in subsidies, all the parties 
unpresented in the coalition will 
find it very convenient to avold re- 
sponsibility for necessary but un- 
popular measures by ganging up 
against the Government. 

The Government's chances of sur- 


vival, however, will depend in the 
first place on the restoration of 
loyalty and unity of action in the 
Labour-Mapam Alignment. The Da- 
yan crisis has shown clearly that 
Labour can only survive as an-ef- 
fective political force if all its sec- 
tions can work together despite 
their differences. 

Yitzhak Ben-Aharon, Lova Eliav 
and the other “doves,” as well as 
the supporters of Sapir and Allon, 
would do well to remember one 
simple fact. There are seven ex- 
Rafi members in the present Knes- 
set. If Dayan led them out of the 

t into the Likud, that 
would give the latter 46 seats to 
the Alignment’s 47 and enable Mr. 
Begin to form a Government with 
the support of the NRP and the 
Aguda, Insire such an enlarged 
Likud, Dayan could immediately 
combine with the five members of 
the State List to form its second- 
largest component; if he could 

rope in the Free Centre, the new 
group would number 17 — as many 


as Herut. 

Despiie the anti-Dayan campaign, 
8. reinforced Likud under the 101: 
leadership of Begin and Dayan 
might well make a good enough 
Showing at the next election to 
consign Labour to the status of an 
opposition for the first time in is- 
rael's history. 

Dayan has not threatened any such 
action (and perhaps, in the suspi- 
cious atmosphere of Israeli politics, 
it may be worth emphasizing that 
I am expressing my own personal 
assessments and not flying a trial. 
baloon for anyone), although he 
hag stated that he could rum on a 
separate Wst. But the arithmetical 
facts are always liable to be trans- 
iated into political realities. 

The first prerequisite, therefore, 
is unity. If Mrs. Meir can impose 
her authority on all wings of the 
Alignment, restore party discipline 
and reassure Dayan of support in 
his difficult and onerous task, such 
developments as I have described 
can be averted. 


“But if Labour is not only to sur- key 


vive its present difficulties but alse 
restore its pre-eminence in Israel's 
political structure, Mrs. Meir must 
do more. In an article published in 
this newspaper before the elections 
(December 3, 1973), I suggested that 
the elghth Knesset should embark 
on a vigorous programme of 12- 
tional stocistaking and reform as 2 
prelude to another appeal to the 
nation. In the t situation, 
when it is doubtful whether the 
Knesset can live out its term, such 
a programme becomes a Vital ne- 
ceasity. Even ἃ minority Government 
can reorganize the structure of the 
administration, push through legis- 
Jation to reform Mae electoral sys- 
tem on the national! and local 
levels, and undertake a thorough re- 
vision of fiscal, economic and social 
policies. 

At the same time, the Labour 
Party must face the difficult and 
divisive question of the succession 
to the leadership. Despite Mrs. 
Meir’s pe qualities and her 


ition in the party, it seems 
havaiy f feasible that she should he 
able to present herself in, say, an- 
other two years for a further four- 
year term in office. 

The Labour Party cannot long 
postpone the plunge into these icy 


. waters. It should open its ranks to 


new members and try to attract 
young people, professional men and 
others who have so far stood aloof 
from politics by offering them 8. 
truly democratic system of taking

decisions and electing the party's © 


representatives to the Knesset and 
other institutions. 

A. democratically elected conven- 
tion should meet at an early date, 
revise party policy, lay the founda- 
tions for a party structure in which 
every member will have 8 Say in 
his local branch and participate in 
the election (not nomination) of the 
central governing bodies, and pre- 
pare for the election of the new 
leadership that the nation needs.

POST-WAR WELFARE: UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


“The consensus among social welfare workers is 
that the Yom Kippur War added fuel to our pre- 


war social problems,” 


writes DR. ELIEZER 


JAFFE. Here he reviews notable emergency in- 
novations in welfare brought about by the war 
and the need for “serious change in the rusty, 
rather unimaginative pre-war social apparatus.”” 


ΟΥ̓ of the ripest areas for 
change in the concept of social 
welfare may yet prove to be the 
Israel Defence Forces. 

The family problems of thousands 
of reservists far from home pressed 
the Army to review its limited 


families and little contact between 
municipal and civilian welfare ser- 
vices. What is needed now are en- 
tirely new concepts of more inte- 
grated, professionally coordinated 
military and civilian welfare net- 
‘works, 

The Ministry of Welfare, prodded 
iby social workers in the Reserves, 
made the first move to make mu- 
nicipal welfare offices available to 
reservists and their families. Des- 
pite much criticism that this meant 
turning reservists into “welfare 
cases,” the truth is that municipal 
welfare offices had important ser- 
vices to offer, and other Ministries 
and quasi-volunteer organizations 


dragged their feet on this issue. 
Most important, however, is the 
fact that the hopelessly clogged 
Pipeline between municipal services 
and the LD.F. is finally open, and we 
can'now expect more rational ser- 
vices to soldiers and their families. 

The war and its aftermath must 
wesult in a radical reassessment 
of the Army’s welfare services 
and the relationship to families of 
Soldiers, beginning with reconcept- 
ualization and professionalization of 
the Army welfare network. And all 
the signs point to the contempla- 
tion of these changes in the IDF. 


Subsidies and the poor 


The biggest shock of all for 
the poor after the war has been, 
beyond a doubt, the consistent rise 
in prices, foHowed by the elimina- 
tion of subsidies on basic food 
staples, The procedure accompany- 
ing these moves reflects, to my 
mind, a contempt for the poor and 
near dishonesty on the part of the 
Government.

The Finance Minigtry’s covert po- 
Hey was, in reality, one of preme- 
ditated partial-compensation, ‘with 
the net result that poor familiea- on 
rellef had to absorb a good deal of 
the increases from their inadequate 
welfare checks. 

To make matters worse, the Min- 
istry of Welfare has still not issued 
formal notice of the new welfare 
rates to local welfare officers ail over 
the country, and it will take at least 
one to two months before any 
“new” money gets into the pockets 
of welfare cHents. The attitude’ in 
every inflationary crisis has been 
to keep welfare clients last in Ine 
for benefits, as if they have anto- 
matic easy access to credit at 
Neighbourhood supermarkets ‘and 
other stores. 

‘What is most serious is not just 
hardened arteries in 
Matters, but a contempt and insen- 
sitivity to the daily realities of 
poor families. The Histadrut could 
have waged a better battle, and the 


Ministry of Welfare did not emerge 
85 8 eager defender of the poor, 
The Histadrat failed perhaps be- 
cause of its overriding interest in 
wage earners, The Ministry of Wel- 
fare failed because of a de-~ 
sire not to tangie with the Mimance 
Minister. The Welfare Ministry would 
like to set 2 greatly expanded role 
for itself including control of the 
National Insurance Institute. cur- 
rently under the Ministry of Labour. 
Whatever the reason, the role of the 
Ministry of Welfare in protecting its 
lower income stand- 
san aoe to the removal of subsidies, 
was conspicuously restrained, to say 
the least. 

On the positive side is the long- 
awaited news that as of April lst, 
1974 the Government (via the Min- 
istry of Welfare) will uniformly 
provide 75 per cent of the muni- 
cipal expenditures for local welfare 
services. : 

‘This means that cities like Jeru- 
salem, ' which formerly got 49 per 
cent participation from the Govern- 
ment, will now get 26 per cent 
more income. Actually, it may only 
come to a 15 per cent increase 
since some special of the 
Municipality were fimded entirely 
or for the most part by the Min- 
istry of Welfare, thus raising the 
actual percentage of Government 
participation. : 

But the hig question is whether 
the Municipality will at. least 
maintain its present welfare effort, 
or decrease its. own investment by 
the 26% (or 15%) footed by the 


Welfare Ministry. Past experience 
and the pressures for finding new 
funds for roads and street lights 
in Jerusalem suggests that the 
Government must tie some strings 
to its new gifts, otherwise social 
services may just remain at the 
same level. 


Disadvantaged youth 


Finally, many social workers are 
concerned that the war, inflation 
and the subsidy removals, and the 
elections seem to have exacerbated 
the social gap, and that time again 
is not on our side on this issue. 
In view of this, it seems curious 
and incomprehensible that since the 
war, hardly a word or Government 
statement has come forth on the 
fate of the Prime Minister's Com- 
Mittee on Disadvantaged Youth." 

Not only has this report not 
been circulated to the general pub- 
lic, Dut we have heard nothing 
from the coordinator appointed to 
follow-up the committee’s work, or 
from the ministries involved in im- 
Plementing the important. recom- 
Mendations made in the report. 

We are, thank G-d, alive and 
thriving in our own land, and it's 
time we got on with the unfinished 
business concerning the fabric of 
the Nation.
